Princeto n, Ind., Jan. 4.—Uncle Sam­ 
uel's po stal sav ings bank at Princeto n, 
• he first in Indiana, has o pened fo r 
o peratio n with William E. Simpso n, 
fo r ten y ears an emplo y e o f the po st- 
o ffice as carrier and clerk, as the po s­ 
tal bank clerk. 
He will hav e direct 
su perv isio n o f the wo rk, u nder Po st­ 
master Tichener. 
The first depo sito r, Geo rge Grigsby , 
handed in $1. The first po stal sav ings 
o ard went to Jo hnnie Brennan, fifteen- 
y ear-o ld so n o f a miner, who spent 20 
cents fo r the card and o ne 10-cent 
« tamp, and said that he intended to 
build a big depo sit fro m that. These 
cards do no t bear the ho lder’s name 
o r writing o f any kind. When Grigsby 
handed o v er $1, the smallest depo sit 
that can be made, he receiv ed a nicely 
printed go v ernment certificate. 
The 
certificate was filled o u t o v er a carbo n 
paper and the o ffice retained a du pli­ 
cate. No pass bo o k is issu ed, o nly the 
certificates being used. 
When a de­ 
po sito r withdraws his acco u nt, he sim­ 
ply tu rns back certificates fo r what­ 
ev er amo u nt he wishes to draw o ut. 
After a while bo nds are to he issu ed 
in deno minatio ns o f $20, $40, $60, $80, 
$100 and $500. 
The regu lar interest 
o n each do llar depo sit is 2 per cent, 
pay able annu ally , bu t when the depo si­ 
to r sav es $20 he may , if he desires, buy 
o ne o f the special $20 twenty -y ear 
bo nds, which pay s 2% per cent inter­ 
est, pay able semi-annu ally . 
The po s­ 
tal sav ings bank ty w requ ires that the 
mo ney depo sited in the sav ings bank 
shall be redepo sited by the po stmaster 
with regu lar lo cal banks, which will 
pay no t less than 2*4 per cent interest 
annu ally , this being *4 per cent o v er 
the interest paid by the po stal bank. 
On this % per cent su rplu s the depart­ 
ment ho pes ev entu ally to maintain the 
sav ings bank sy stem.

The quail hunting season, 
which 
began on November 10, ended Sat­ 
urday night and whoever pursues the 
elusive Bob White between then and 
the tenth day of next November vio­ 
lates the game laws of Indiana and 
is in danger of arrest and conviction. 
For the protection and to encourage 
the multiplication of quail, the legis­ 
lature has wisely reduced the open 
season to but fifty-one days, includ­ 
ing the Sundays, on wrhich it is un­ 
lawful to hunt. 
As short as it is the hunting re­ 
strictions do not 
seem 
to 
prove 
effective in Rush county. The birds 
are gradually disappearing and there 
is a general desire for a more re­ 
stricted season or even alaw precent- 
ing the hunting of quail for a period 
of five or more years to allow them 


to increase in number. 
That the quail will multiply when 
they are not depleted by nimrods is 
demonstrated by the numerous con­ 
veys that are thriving 
on 
the big 
game 
preserves 
which 
surround 
Rnshville on west and on which hunt­ 
ing of any kind is prohibited. Away 
from the gun and dog the toothsome 
bird is rapidly increasing in numbers 
and is to a great extent re-populating 
the fields and woodland.
